On September 8, 1950, a group consisting of 128 eighth graders, entered the portals of 
Robert R, Moton High School, looking forward to those exciting and exhilarating experiences 
which we had only dreamed of heretofore, 

We were met with a tragedy in the early portion of the first semester when one of our most 
beloved classmates was killed in an accident, 

Upon entering Moton, we had intriguing and creative ideas; such as, setting out to achieve 
the honors of becoming proud members and officers of the various clubs and organizations, 

Being intelligent and well-educated students, we did not rush or push ourselves into these 
new experiences stumbling and falling blindly, but on the contrary, we felt our way slowly and 
surely until we became accustomed and adjusted to this different way of life, 

In our Freshman year we strived and succeeded in becoming honorary members and officers 
of a few clubs and organizations, It was then that we began to feel the sense of responsibility 
that we had not felt so much in the past years, 

We took upon our shoulders these sundry duties and carried out our tasks with vim, vigor, 
and vitality, Although we could see ourselves progressing tremendously, we could handle them 
competently, 

In our Sophomore Year many of us were by the respective members, officers and even 
chairmen of several club-committees and class organizations, A great number of the students 
knew by then what vocation they wanted to enter, Some desired to be nurses, others doctors, 

a few lawyers, several wanted to be artists, and some were captivated with professional football, 
These students were intelligent enough to take courses and to study that they might prepare them- 
selves for their ultimate goals. 

Our Junior Year was the most exciting of all the years in the past, The honor and glory of 
being respected students of Robert R, Moton grew and grew enormously in our hearts, Many of 
the students made Moton proud of them for outstanding achievements; for instance, Richard 
Monroe added glory to the name of Moton by becoming the best right-end in football in the 
second district of the VIAL in 1954, 

Many of us participated in the beautiful and inspiring Palm Sunday Pageant in 1954, among 
us were Willie Shepperson who was a believable Simon Peter; Clarence Banks portrayed Judas and 
Frank Watson brought Pontius Pilate back to life for the audience, James Carter, James Jackson, 
Joan Johns, Sara West, Branch Washington, Venice Franklin, Dolly Goode, and others were among 
those whose voices blended in the choral recital, Edwilda Allen did a wonderful job as the ac- 
companist in the Pageant, 

The harmonious voices of the NFA quartet delighted Moton by winning first place in compe- 
tition with NFA units throughout the state for three consecutive years, for which they received a 
trophy, The members of the quartet who were seniors in 1954-55 were Andrew Woolridge, 
George Reed, and Charlie Franklin, 

We feel proud of the fact that we gave the Seniors of 1954 the most beautiful and elaborate 
prom ever given at Moton, We all had a wonderful time, 

In our Senior Year we decided to sponsor a yearbook, We all knew that it would entail a 
lot of work; but the thought of it did not bother us, We felt that through the diligent work of such 
teachers as: Miss R. C, West, Mrs, J. M. Dyson, Mrs, L, M, Harris and the yearbook commit- 
tee we could make the yearbook a success, 

There are other things that could be mentioned in this, the History of the class of 1955; but 
in conclusion, I would like to add that the cherished memories of the "good old days" at Moton 
gone by, will remain eternally in our hearts,
